In exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 
5 and 8 of the Goa Excise Duty Act, 1964 (Act 5 of 
1964) (hereinafter called the “said Act”), the 
Government of Goa hereby prescribes that, 
notwithstanding anything contained in the 
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Government Notifications No. 2/6/2014-Fin(R &C)(A)/ 
/1386 dated 28-8-2014 and No. 2/6/2014-Fin(R&C)(B)/1389 
dated 28-8-2014 both published in the Official 
Gazette, Sr. II No. 22 dated 28-8-2014, no liquor shall 
be transported from one place to another within the 
Village Panchayat areas of Cana-Benaulim, Varca, 
Carmona, Cavelossim and Orlim of Salcete Taluka, 
South Goa and in the vacant wards mentioned in 
the table below of Village Panchayats in the State 
of Goa.
